Marcel Dupre a Prize Winner in Music 


Widespread interest has been created by 
the announcement of the coming organ 
recital by Marcel Dupre, the famous French 
Organist, which takes place on Monday 
evening, November 24th, at the chapel of 
Phillips Academy. 

No organist, so it is said, has ever won so 
many honors as Dupre. At the age of twelve 
he was appointed organist at the Church of 
St. Vincent in Rouen, his native city. At 
nineteen he won the first prize in piano at 
the Paris Conservatory; at twenty-one, first 
prize in counterpoint; at twenty-three first 
prize in orga7 while pupil of Guilmant, Widor 
and Vierne. At twenty-eight he won the 
highest artistic prize offered by the French 
Government, the coveted Grand Prix de 
Rome, with an original cantata for mixed 
voices and orchestra, entitled “Psyche.” 
At 30 he became organist at Notre Dame 
Cathedral, the most desirable port in Europe, 
where he played from 1914 to 1924 with the 
title —“‘Organiste au grande orgue de 
Notre Dame,” a position which he relin- 
quished last season on account of the 
tremendous pressure of his many American 
and European concert tours. 

At thirty-four he played for the first time 
in musical history, perfectly and from memo- 
ry, the complete organ works of Bach, in ten 
recitals at the Paris Conservatory, repeating 
this amazing feat at the Trocadero, Paris, in 
1921. This is probably the greatest feat ac- 
complished by a virtuoso since the King of 
Instruments was first played. His American 
debut in the New York Wanamaker Audi- 
torium in 1921 created a furore. Following 
this, he played twelve remarkable recitals in 
New York and Philadelphia before audiences 
approximating 50,000 persons; at the con- 
cluding concert he was presented by Leopold 
Stokowski with the Gold Couronne d’Hon- 
neur in the name of the music loving public 
of these two cities. His first American tour 
numbered 96 engagements, the second 110 — 
the largest organ tours ever booked, during 
which Dupre travelled 50,000 miles, played 
before 250,000 persons and improvised over 
150 symphonies upon themes submitted by 
nearly 1,000 eminent musicians of this 
Country. In 1923 he received the highest 
artistic decoration at the disposal of the 
French Government, that of Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor. In addition he has been 
elected honorary member of many musical 
and artistic societies throughout the world.

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Representative Town Government 


The Chamber of Commerce deserves 
the credit for having given to the people 
of Andover a very good opportunity to 
learn something about representative 


town meetings as they are now held in 
two of the larger towns in Massa- 
chusetts. The speakers which they 
procured from Brookline and Water- 
town were well equipped to present the 
subject clearly and effectively. 

The old form of town meeting as 
always held in Andover has been the 
best form of government known. How- 
ever, as any town grows, this form 
becomes more and more impractical. 
Regardless of the fact that most of 8 
think that the Andover Town Hall is 
obsolete, it is as good or better than the 
average. At present it will hold only a 
small number of the voters, but the 
percentage is larger than it is in the 
bigger towns of the state. As a town 
grows, 1.s town hall will not accommo- 
date those voters who wish to attend 
town meeting. The town of Andover is 
approaching this situation. 

Brookline, for example, went through 
this stage several years ago, and rather 
than build a town hall the size of the 
former Madison Square Garden, adopted 
the representative form of town meeting; 
and established a precedént that was 
followed by other large towns. The 
advantages gained were noteworthy. 
A uniform attendance was approached, 
due to the fact that a representatives 
chosen by the members of his precinct,

The meetings became more 
orderly and results were obtained 
without “packing”, bombast, or emo- 
tional appeals. The floor was given to 
any voter who desired to present his 
story to the representatives for their 
serious consideration before passing 


their vote. Good government is a 
result of the constructive interest 
shown. 


As a safeguard, the referendum can 
be resorted to. Five days are allowed 
for the collecting of sufficient signatures 


settled by ballot. TTowns where this is 
practised have not turned to the 
referendum very often, but where they 
have, the results have 
agreed with the original vote. 

Representative town meetings are a 
means — not an end. They do not 
effect the administrative part of the 
town’s affairs. Selectmen and other 
officers are elected by ballot as before, 
and their duties are changed not at all. 
Good administration will continue to be 
good, but poor administration will not 
be improved by such a change. 

Andover, because of its present size, 
can do nothing about having representa- 
tive town government until the bill, 
allowing towns of more than six thous- 
and population to have this privilege, is 
passed at a state election, certainly not 
before 1926.

clerk, the selectmen, the town treasurer, 
chairmen of the board of assessors, school 
committee, trustees of the public library, 
trustees | of cemetery, water board, park 
commissioners, planning board, committee 
for planting trees, gymnasium and bath com- 
mittee, and of the registrars of voters. The 
town meeting is open to all registered voters 
and any voter may address the meeting, but 
the privilege of voting is restricted to the 
town-meeting members. If any considerable 
number of voters question the wisdom of the 
proceedings of the meeting involving a special 
Fgh corner of $25,000 or more, they have 
the power of referendum, if within five days 
a petition signed by not less than twenty 
registered voters in each precinct is filed 
with the selectmen. A special meeting may 
then be called and the question be sub- 
mitted to the voters at large. Some towns 
provide for a referendum on any question. 
As a matter of fact, the privilege of the 
referendum has never been exercised in 
Brookline. In Arlington, on two occasions, 
the voters at large, when convened in a special 
meeting, have sanctioned the action of the 
town-meeting members by-a vote, the per- 
centage of the Aye’s and No’s Geerenceaicis 
almost exactly with the vote at the original 
meeting. 
‘ The representative town meeting does not 
in any way affect the administrative part of 
the town government as carried on by its 
selectmen and other officers. 
The New England town meeting is the 
purest and most direct form of democracy 
and has functioned successfully for three 
centuries. Its weakness lies in the fact that 
it may be “packed” by a group of persons 
interested in some particular question which 
will directly affect them. The elected town- 
meeting members are usually representative 
of the entire electorate, geographically and 
racially, as well as of every religion and 
class. It has been found that men are more 
likely to attend the town meeting when they 
represent their precinct and are more prone 
to feel their responsibility and vote on ques- 
tions impartially. In Brookline the carefully 
ar pe printed reports of the selectmen and 
f the planning board enable them to become 
informed and vote intelligently. One de- 
cided advantage which town government has 
over city government is that the citizens 
hold the purse-strings and the officials can 
spend only what is given. 
It is interesting to note that although 
there are actually eight hundred more women 
than men voters in Brookline, there are only 
seven women town-meeting members out of 
a possible 263. In Arlington, the men and 
women are about equally represented. 
Mr. Baker brought out the fact that only 
towns with more than 12,000 inhabitants are 
allowed by law to change their form of 
government. This was made possible by the 
second amendment to the Constitution of 
Massachusetts in 1822. A bill to enable 
towns of 6000 or more inhabitants recently 
presented was declared unconstitutional. An 
amendment to the constitution affecting 
towns or more than 6000 inhabitants will 


election in 1926. Until that time, Andover 
can make no change in her form of govern- 
ment. 

Mr. McGuire, town clerk of Watertown, 
touched upon the weaknesses of representa- 
tive town government, mentioning the pos- 
sibility that men might be elected for politi- 
cal reasons rather than because of any special 
fitness to represent their fellow-townsmen. 

Charles Abbot, a past chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen of Watertown, when 

resented by Mr. O’Connell, introduced 
funni as a descendant in the ninth genera- 
tion from the first George Abbot, who came 
to this part of the country in 1643. He 
emphasized the fact that the vital part good 
good government was the interest of every 
citizen, and recommended Andover not to 
change its form of government until it was 
actually necessary. 

A rising vote of thanks was given to the 
speakers of the evening, who afforded an 
Andover audience an interesting and enter- 
taining evening.

Political Problems of Europe 


The League of Nations is a success, and as 
it ws in strength will really need the 
United States less and less As the actual 
responsibilites of this nation decrease, it will 
doubtless cooperate more freely, especially 
in such matters as the control of the opium 
trade and disarmament. Such was the 
expressed opinion of Sydney B. Fay, of the 
faculty of Smith college, speaking before 
members, of the November club and their 
guests at the regular meeting, held on Mon- 
day afternoon. 

Mr. Fay spoke especially of the underlying 
and immediate causes of the World war and 
of reparations. He questioned the accuracy 
of Article 23, of the Treaty of Versailles, 
which placed the entire blame on Germany, 
and showed how Austria, France and Italy 
were also implicated, although the attitude 
of France is such as to make any change in 
the article out of the question. The subject 
of reparations and the Dawes a were also 
discussed. According to Mr. Fay, the 
stipulated sums will be paid for a time, but 
after a few years France will be doomed to 
disappointment. At the close of the lecture, 
many questions were answered.

Andover — Exeter 


Though defeated by Exeter in the fourty- 
fourth annual gridiron contest on Brothers 
Field last Saturday afternoon, Phillips Ando- 
ver can rightly be called the marvel team of 
the year. Exeter, a heavy favorite by all 
appearances, Was given a hard tussle by the 
local academy team, which deserve great 
credit for the showing it made against the 
heavy, powerful team from New Hampshire. 


Outweighing them almost 14 pounds to the 
man, with a string of substitutes, equal if not 
better than the men they replaced, Exeter 
looked surely three or four touchdowns better 
than Andover before the game started, but 
with grim determination and hearts of steel, 
Andover outfought its rivals and was de- 
feated only by a drop kick and a freaky 
touchdown. 


The glory of the game must go to the 
wearers of the blue. They fought like 
demons when their goal line was threatened 
early in the game, and by sheer determina- 
tion held Exeter’s heavy backs for nine con- 
secutive rushes within the five-yard line, 
four of these times within two and one half 
yards from a touchdown. 

This was real football and it is doubtful if 
the feat has ever been accomplished before, 
with these two teams fitted against each 
other. It was a gallant stand and will long 
be remembered. 

The game was a hard-fought one with 
any injuries, and substitutions were fre- 
yuent, especially on the Exeter team. 

In all, Exeter used twenty-two men and 
Andover seventeen. Some of the injuries 
eceived were serious, especially on the 
Exeter side and the game was_ thereby 
lowed up with much time taken out. 
Batcheller of Exeter received a bad shaking 
p and it is reported that it will still be several 
lays before he is around again. 

The exhibition of speed shown by Charlie 
‘Borah in his dash of fifty yards furing the 
final minutes of the game brought the 
spectators to their feet and cheers from the 
Andover side. His run was the longest of 
he game and almost resulted in a touchdown.
